Magazine Solicitor at St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., Says Wife Helped 
Slay William Blake. 


FLED WITH MURDERER. 


George C. Papineau, whose Chicago address 
is 1150 La Salle avenue, confessed last night 
to the police of St. Joseph, Mo., that, through 
love for a woman, he had killed her husband 
and thrown his body into Lake Michigan. 
Papineau said the man was William Blake, 
who lived in Ravenswood or Edgewater. 
Papineau, who is a magazine solicitor, and is 
also known under the name of Albert G. 
Chester, broke down after he had been ar- 
rested for impersonating an officer. The mur- 
der, he said, was committed on June 6. 
Police of the Chicago avenue station and 
Lincoln park said they had no record of the 
murder. However, so many bodies of drowned 
men had been found and not identified that 
the crime might have been committed. They 
learned that Papineau had roomed with Mrs. 
Arvid Johnson at the La Sallle avenue ad- 
dress and that he had suddenly disappeared 
the early part of June. 


Says Woman, Warned, Escaped. 

Papineau says the widow of the victim 
helped him in the crime. He says ehe 
was in St. Joseph until two days ago, 
when she fied. Papineau says he told her 
he was likely to get in trouble with the police 
and says she was to meet him later in another 
city. He declines to say where she has gone 

The confession made to the St. Joseph po- 
lice follows: 

I had to kill him. He beat Bessie, and 
whenever I thought of it I could see some- 
thing red. Besides, life without her would 
have been hell on earth for me. Sheand I 
talked the matter over and decided her hus- 


band must die. 


ing with him, I crept up near them and 
smiled at her. She smiled in return. A 
few minutes later he asked her for a drink 
from a fiask. She gave him a drink, first 
pouring the liquor into a cup and then put- 
ting a powder into it. 

In a few minutes he was asleep. When we 
saw that, I crawled up to where he lay. I 
had a loaded cane, a leather one. I struck 
him twice. I meant to strike him on the head, 
but, the first time I missed my aim and hit 
him on the shoulder. heard sémething 
crack, I think it must have been his collar 
bone. 

| Throw Body in Lake. 

“Then I struck again, this time striking 
him squarely on top of the head. When I 
struck the first blow he groaned, and was 
still groaning when I turned him over in 
order to get a second blow with the cane 
After I struck the second time he became 
quiet. 

“He was in his shirt sleeves. The place 
was on what we always have called the north 
pier, near Lincoln park. Nobody was near 
us, and we discussed the matter, wondering 
what to o with the body. Finally we de- 
cided to throw it into the lake. She helped 
‘me put L:* voat on him and in a few minutes 
the waters of Lake Michigan rolled over the 
corpse. I am glad to tell tnis story to some-

NANKING HOUSES 


Order for General Massacre 
Issued by Tartar Com- 
mander of Troops. 


ALL QUEVELESS ONES SLAIN 


Even Women and Babes in Arms Are 
Ruthlessly Put to Death 
~ by Invaders. 


BIG BATTLE WILL COME SOON 


NANKING, China, Nov. 10.—Rapine and 
butchery, fire and genera) desolation, hold 
sway tonight in Nanking. Twelve thousand 
Manchu soldiers, backed by an order au- 
thorizging a general massacre of Chinese, are 
murdering helplests men, women, and chil- 
dren throughout the native city. 

As fast as they have looted a given section 
and slain every living thing in their path the 
Manchus are applying thetorch. Unless am- 
munition comes quickly to the rebel] troops 
encamped three miles outside the city it seems 
inevitable that Nanking will be reduced to 
ashes. 

It is impossible to estimate accurately the 
number of the slain, but at least 1000 are 
known to have perished. The streets literally 
ran with blood, and the day will go down in 
history as one of the bilackest in modern 
times. 

The Manchus, together with several hun- 
dred imperial old style soldiers are en- 
trenched on Purple hill, overlooking the city 
With this camp as their base of supplies, they 
are driving before them in mad flight all 
the Chinese population. Only one tame 
serves to save a Chinese life and that is speed 
or cunning in eluding the avenging hordes. 


Seek Shelter with. Rebels. 

Innocent Chinese, leaving everything de- 
hind them, are fleeing, terror stricken and 
destitute, to the shelter in the flelds at the 
rear of the rebel forces. The latter, number- 
ing between 20,000 and 80,000, are impotent 
to check the slaughter or avenge the slain 
because of their lack of ammunition. 

Last night the revolutionists made a dem- 
onstration, but did little shooting, and there 
were few fatalities. The main body of the 
reformers remained in camp awalting the ar- 
rival of ammunition, which is coming on 
boats up the river and being brought across 
country on pack horees. Reinforcements are 
also coming from every direction. They are 
raw and ragged recruits, but aredetermined, 
and the final battle promises to be desperate. 

Foreigners are being treated with the ut- 
most consideration. 

Awful as the present butchery ia, it is 
feared it may be eclipsed in retallation 
against the Manchus elsewhere. The effect 
in Peking is particularly dreaded. 


Order Given for Massacre. 

When the gates were opened this morning 
the people thronged toward the country, each 
carrying his belongings and driven by the 
imperialists. Soon afterward the carnage 
began. 

Since the night of Nov. 8, when the first 
attack was made by the revolutionists, the 
Tartar general has endeavored to terrorize 
the inhabitants by wholesale executions. 
Those whose queues had been cut off were 
beheaded, but today when the order for a 
general slaughter was given the whole na- 
tive city was Invaded by the Manchu soldiers. 
Even the aged and babes in arms were shown 
no mercy. 

Thousands of Chinese poured from the 
gates, until at noon today it was estimated 
that fully 70,000 persons had escaped. Before 
nightfall 20,000 more, representing every 
class, the merchants, the gentry, and coolies, 
had got away. Meanwhile the Manchus 
scoured the narrow streets of the city and 
the houses of wealthy merchanta were 
sacked. Any queueless victim was beheaded 
immediately. 


Correspondents See Butchery, 

The foreign correspondents here saw sev- 
eral women executed and their children 
stabbed and trampled under foot. The order 
appeared to be that any one wearing any- 
thing white which suggested the white badge 
worn by the reformers must be killed forth- 
with. A white pocket handkerchief markec 
the possessor for death. White shoes, which 
are worn by the Chinese as a sign of mourn- 
ing, were a signal for the execution of the 
wearer. 

The horror of the massacre cannot be de- 
scribed. An attempt tonight to estimate the 
number of innocent people and non-com- 
batants slain would be futile. 

A Chinese found wearing foielgn clothing 
immediately fell a victim of his advanced 
taste, but foreigners were not molested. 
Their protests against the massacres, how- 
ever, were disregarded and even laughed at. 
The correspondents worked throughout the 
day within the outer walls of the city, eight 
miles from the telegraph station, with whieh 
they communicated and to which they were 
permitted access through thg courtesy of the 
railway officials. 


Throne Hopes to End War. 

PEKING, Nov. 10.—Those who surround 
the throne are actively engaged in efforts 
to end the rebellion and tonight there seems 
some foundation for the government's hope 
that it will be able to regain the allegiance 
of Gen. Chang Shao Teen. 

Chang is commander of the army division 
at Lanchau, but at present is detached from 
it on “sick leave.” He controls the situa- 
tion in north China. and the government has 
been using every endeavor to gain his un- 
qualified support. It desires Chang to re- 
turn to Peking and confer with Yuan Shi 
Kai and Hsi Liang, the ex-viceroy of Man- 
churia. 

That Chang possibly may do so is indicated 
in advices received today from Lanchau. A 
correspondent interviewed Chang and Gen 
Pan, the latter temporarily in command of 
the Twentieth division during Chang's “ II-

825,000,000 MORE 


Corporation Will Devote the 
Money to Education, Li- 
braries, and Hero 
Fund. 


$200,000,000 FOR HUMANITY 


New Project Will Relieve the 
Ironmaster of Details in 
Connection with His 
Benefactions. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.}—Andrew 
Carnegie turned over $25,000,000 this after- 
noon to the Carnegie corporation of New 
York, the body which was incorporated by the 
legislature on June 9 of the present year for 
the purpose of taking over Mr. Carnegie’s 
work in connection with educationa! institu- 
tions, libraries, and hero funds. 

The gift wae in the form of 5 per cent first 
mortgage bonds of the United States Stee! 
corporation, the value of the bonds being 
taken at par. The bonds closed today at 
102%, so the gift was worth about $656,250 
more than the face value of the bonds. The 
income of which the incorworators will have 
the disposition of $1,250,000 a year. 


Gifts Total Over $200,000,000. 
This $25,000,000 gift increases the total of 
Mr. Carnegie's gifts for various philanthropic 
purposes to far beyond the §200,000,000 mark.

Corporation Directors Meet. 

Today gift was announced at a meeting 
of the incorporators of the Carnegie corpora- 
tion held this afternoon in Mr Carnegie’s 
home at Ninety-firet street and Fifth avenue 

The incorporators are Mr. Carnegie, 
Elihu Root, William N. Frew, Henry 8. 
Pritchett, Robert S. Woodward, Charles IL. 
Taylor, James Bertram, and Robert A. 
Franks. Mr. Frew is president of the board 
of trustees of the Carnegie institute at Pitts- 
burgh. Mr. Woodward is president of the 
Carnegie institution at Washington. Mr. 
Taylor is president of the Carnegie hero fund. 
Mr. Franks is president of the Home Trust 
company. Mr. Pritchett is president of the 
Carnegie Foundation. Mr. Bertram is Mr. 
Carnegie’s secretary. 

The purpose of the corporation, as em- 
bodied in the act, legalizing its existence, is 
‘receiving and maintaining a fund or funds 
and applying the income thereof to promote 
the advancement and diffusion of knowledge 
and understanaing among the people of the 
United States by aiding technical schools, 
institutions of higher learning, libraries, 
scientific research, hero funds, useful pub- 
lications, and by such other means as shall 
from time to time be found appropriate 
therefor.”’ 

Purposes of Corporation, 

It is intended that the business of founding 
and aiding libraries and educational institu- 
tions which has been carried on by Mr. 
Carnegie, as an individual, will be turned 
over to the corporation at an early date and 
will be carried on hereafter by the corpora- 
tion. 

The Carnegie corporation has nothing to do 
with the previously organized institutions 
bearing the Carnegie name except as its trus- 
tees feel that the purposes of the corpora- 
tion will be served by alding one or another 
of the institutions. 

According to the figures given in the biog- 
raphical books, Mr. Carnegie will be seventy- 
six years old on the 2th of the present month. 
As those associated with him in the pres- 
ent benefaction understand Mr. Carnegie’s 
motives, the man who has given so many 
millions to educational projects and other 
causes which he believed deserved his assist- 
ance is desirous of relieving himself of the 
responsibility of giving. 


FOOT OF FROZEN SNOW COVERS 
40,000,000 BUSHELS OF WHEAT 


Heavy Loss Results from the Extreme 
Early Cold Weather in Grain Region 
of Canada. 


Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 10.—Between 30,000,- 
000 and 40,000,000 bushels of wheat lie buried 
and worthless uncer a foot of frozen snow 
on the prairies of western Canada, according 
to the estimate of local grain men. 


Cold Wave Approaching. 

Washington. D. C., Nov. 10.—A cold wave 
which today sent the mercury to 22 degrees 
below zero in southern Alberta and to low 
readings in North Dakota, Wyoming, and 
Montana, is moving eastward. 

Decidedly cooler weather is indicated for 
Saturday in the north Atlantic states and 
the Ohio valley. 

Cold wave warnings have been issued for 
Michigan, Indiana, and Ohio, and storm 
flags have been ordered up along the great 
lakes. The edge of the cold wave area to- 
day extended over the upper Mississippi val- 
ley, Nebraska, and Iowa. 


FIRST REAL SNOWSTORM DUE. 

Chicago's first real snowstorm of the win- 
ter is due today or tomorrow, according 
to a prediction made last night by the 
weather bureau.

Walters Worked for Campbell. 

“I will accept full responsibility for the 
part Walters has taken in this bribery plot 
affair,” Commissioner Campbell said last 
evening. “ He was working in behalf of the 
commission through me. I employed him to 
get any evidence he could which would be 
of service to the commission in its investiga- 
tion of the police department. 

“TI had no personal knowledge of the 
actual scheme to trap Inspector Hunt or the 
other inspectors, but I stand behind Wal- 
ters’ acts. I do not know what other per 
sons he had employed to help him I told 
him that he should get what help he wanted 
to get the evidence and we would pay for 
results. 

Mr. Campbell also denied that the Wiliam 
J. Burns detective agency had anything to 
do with the plot or that a morning newspa- 
per, with which he is connected, had a hand 
in the affair. 

“TI tried to get the Burns agency to make 
an investigation for us, but I was turned 
down,” the commissioner said. “ Waiters 
was recommended to me by the Burns peo- 
ple as one of their best men and I employed 
him. The agency, however, had nothing te 
do with this bribery scheme, nor has it any- 
thing to do with any part of our investi- 
gation.” 


Campbell Answers Questions. 

Mr. Campbell answered the following ques- 
tions in connection with the payment of 
money to Walters and the scheme of ex- 
penditure of the Investigating fund appre- 
priated by the city council: 

Q.—How much money has been advanced 
to Roy H. Walters and associates by the 
commission or yourself to bribe Chicago 
police officials? A.—Not one cent; the money 
used by Walters was his own, at least he told 
me it was. 

Q.—Would the commission have ram 
bursed the plotters had their scheme suc- 
seeded? A.—Yes; temporarily until they got 
their own money back. 

Q.—Has Walters been paid any money for 
his work in connection with the bribery 
traps? <A.—He bas not. No bills are 
O. K.ed by me until the work is finished. 

Q.—Have Walters and his associates been 
paid any money by the commission? A.— 
Yes, they have been pald for other investiga- 
tion work done by them. | 

Q.—Is Walters still in the employ of the 
board or yourself? A.—He Is not.

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CUMMINS ON WITNESS STAND 


Former Carnegie ‘Trust Official 
Testifies in Own Defense. 


BEGAN LIFE AS A NEWSBOY. 


Insists Contract with Him to Buy Bonds 
Was Not Kept. 


New York, Nov. 10.—William J. Cummins, 
on trial charged with the larceny of 814000 
in connection with loan transactions of the 
Carnegie Trust company, took the stand to- 
day in his own. defense. Af ter detailing the 
story of his rise from a newsboy and apple 
monger on the streets of Paris, Tenn., to a 
partnership in a merchandise business in 
Nashville, Tenn., that netted him $10,000 a 
year, Cummins plunged into a recital of the 
events which cut short his career in finance in 
New York. 

He came into the Carnegie Trust company, 
he said, at the invitation of the late C. C. 
Dickinson, then president of the company, 
who promised him, he said, that the com- 
pany would purchase $500,000 of the bonds of 
his Nashville business on condition that he 
bought stock in the Carnegie company and 
got $1,000,000 in new deposits. 

Cummins said he obtained $1,200,000 de- 
posits for the Carnegie, but Dickinson failed 
to keep his promise to purchase his stock, 
baying that he couldn't take them because 
he had been forced to pay Andrew Carnegie 
a loan of $1,500,000.”" 


Says Carnegie Got Assets? 

*“Dickingon sald,’ explained Cummins, 
“that during the panic of i907, Charles M. 
Schwab and Alton B. Parker negotiated a 
loan of a million and a half in steel bonds from 
Mr. Carnegie. and Mr. Carnegie had taken 
all of the assets of the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany as security in addition tothe guarantee 
of Mr. Schwab and Mr. Parker. Mr. Dickin- 
son said that as the money from my deposits 
came in he had given it to Garnegie.”’ 
Shortly afterwards Dickinson proposed to 
him, Cummings sald, a consolidation of the 
Carnegie Trust company with the Van Nor- 
den Trust company. because the Carnegie, 
Trust company was short of cash and the Van 
Norden had lots of it.“ 
It appeared that Dickinson had already pur- 
chased seven thousand shares of the Van 
Norden Trust company stock, according to 
Cummins, raising the money by four notes 
aggregating $2,400,000, put into the Carnegie 
Trust company, and endorsed by various 
fertilizer concerns in which Dickinson and 
Cummins were interested. 


Describes Steel Bond Loan, 

The state banking department objected to 
these loans, and this led up to making the 
$2,110,000 loan in United States Steel bonds 
from Andrew Carnegie, which Cuntmins said 
he applied to the reduction of the loans. 
Andrew Carnegie, he, testified later, fur- 
rishes $420,000 additional for this purpose 
on Cummins’ personal note.

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| ADMITS DRIVING ‘PIRATE GAR’ 


Chauffeur Tells of Sluggers’ 
Trips to Murder. 


SUSPECT GOES TO A CELL. 


““Moes”” Enright Also Implicated in 
Malloy Killing. 


A chauffeur, whose identity has not been 
disclosed, but whose name is believed to be 
Rudell and who is said to have been the driver 
of the “gray pirate car in which labor gun 
men traveled during the recent warfare 
in the plumbers’ union, yesterday made a 
confession to the police that may clear up the 
long unsobved mystery of the. killing of 
Bernard Malloy, who was shot in Moody's 
saloon at 5900 South State street, April 27. 

As a result of the confession, Dennie Deanie 
Connors, known to the police as a labor 
slugger, was arrested last night and is 
booked at Central station for murder. Four 
other men were implicated in the crime. 


Enright Implicated by Confession. 

They are: 

„Moss Enright, now in jail under a life 
sentence for the murder of Vincent Altman, 
another labor slugger. 

Peter Gentleman, now serving a term of 
from one to fourteen years for the sluggiug of 
Morgan Bell. 

William Gentleman, shot to death by 
„Moss Enright in Pat O'Malley s saloon on 
North State street. 

Walter Stevens, now on trial in Judge Mo- 
Surely’s court for the assault on Bell. 

Rudell, who was employed at the Lakeside 
garage, 422 East Forty-third street, is said to 
have made his confession to Inspector Hunt, 
Assistant State’s Attorney J. E. Northrup, 
and Capt. Halpin last Wednesday. 

He said he drove the men to the Moody 
saloon on the night of the shooting. While 
he and Moss Enright remained in the. 
machine the other four men went into the 
place, ‘two at the front door and two at the 
side door. 


Tells of Other Crimes. 

Soon afterwards shots were heard. The 
four sluggers, according to Rudell, then ran 
back to the machine and he*was ordered to 
drive away quickly. The pirate car was 
then driven to Carroll's saloon, Root agd 
South State streets, where the party stopped 
to have several drinks, 

Rudell is said to have informed the police 
of a number of other trips made by the slug- 
gers in which be drove them to and from the 
ecenes of crimes. 

Malloy had aroused the enmity of Enright 
and his “ wrecking crew because they be- 
longed to rival labor organizations. 

At 10 o'clock last night Attorney Francis 
Brady, who has defended Connors, learned 
of his arrest, and he demanded to see the 
prisomer. Inspector Hunt then instructed 
Lieut, Larkin to book Connors on a charge 
of murder. He will have @ hearing this 
morning in the South Clark street branch 
court. 

Morgan Bell has disappeared, and for this 
reason the case against Stevens and Kane 
will probably be continued. 


ACCIDENT, BROWNING JURY SAYS

during the last two weeks than is norma! for 
this time of year has aroused fears that there 
may be an epidemic of the disease here. 

On the extreme south side the infection 
has caused a care. Residents of Washing- 


‘ton Heights have started a movement to 


close the Alice Barnard school there 
Charges of dilatoriness on the part of the 
health officials in preventing the spread of 


the disease yesterday brought about a clash 


| 


between Dr. Heman Spalding of the health 
department and Dr. Frank M. Clement, who 
claims to represent residents. 


Mothers Ask Schools Closed. 

A meeting of mothers was held during the 
day at Bethany Union church, at which a 
resolution was passed asking the authorities 
to close the school. The Altgeld school in 
the game neighborhood also may be made 
the subject of a closing petition. 

Diphtheria has been spreading in various 
parts of the city for several months. It is 
a recurrence of an incipient epidemic which 
raged here during the spring. The normal 
number of deaths from the disease for this 
period of the year is about ten. Last week 
there were twenty-five deaths. 

The lafger number of cases are in the 
extreme south side in the neighborhood of 
the two schools. The health department has 
been doing its utmost to check the disease 
but has been hampered by lack of inspectors. 


Physicians in a Clash. 

The clash between Dr. Clement and Dr. 
Spalding came yesterday when Dr. Clement 
called up Dr. Spalding and asked that the 
Alice Barnard school be closed. 

The school will not be closed, Dr. Spald- 
ing is alleged to havereplied. “The health 
department knows all about the situation. 
It does not need the advice of any of the 
physicians of Longwood.” 

Dr. Clement last night accueed the health 
board of slowness in handling the situation 
in Washington Heights. 

The children of four rooms in the Alice 
Barnard school were inspected last Tues- 
day.

Senator Jones Says They Do Not 
Sell Vote or Influence. 


HITS CRITICS OF CONGRESS. 


Equal Suffrage Would Be Good Thing 
if Women Used It. 


In twelve years of public service I have 
never heard of a public man who sold his 
vote or his influence, sald Wesley L. Jones, 
United States senator from Washington, last 
night in an address before the students of the 
John Marshall law school. 

Senator Jones was elected for five terms to 
the house of representatives from Washing- 
ton under the direct primary system without. 
a single promise of an office. 

“ Worse than a bribegiver,’’ said Senator 
Jones, is the congressman or senator who 
promises an office in return for a vote, be- 
cause the bribegiver spends his own money, 


while the man who promises an office gives 


what does not belong to him individually, but 
a thing he holds in trust for the people.“ 


Opposes Critics of Congress. 

“The man who says the house and the 
senate are not honest is in need himself of 
close watching. In no equal number of men 
in any profession or occupation can greater 
ability ,integrity, and devotion to the public 
welfare be found than in the men who fill 
the public offices in Washington.“ 

Senator Jones expressed himself as in 
favor of giving a fair trial to the initiative, 
referendum, recall, and woman's suffrage as 
expressions of real,democracy. 

Woman's suffrage,” he said, “ would be 
a bod thing if really exercised by the wom- 
en. The State of Washington once took 
away the suffrage from women and then 
restored it. The men of Washington are 
more just to their women than the men of 
Illinois are to theirs. 


Oities Can Govern Selves. 

Senator Jones asserted that the new ideas 
were working satisfactorily, as applied in 
Washington, where complete self-govern- 
ment has been given to cities, enabling them 
to make and amend their charters at wil. 
The recall has been successfully applied in 
the two largest cities of the state; once in 
Seattle, when the moral sense of the com- 
munity ran counter to that of the mayor, and 
once in Tacoma, where the mayor was re- 
called with the assistance of the women’s 
votes. 

Senator Jones is in Chicago as a member 
of the Lorimer investigating committee. 


TAFT DONE, CUMMINS THINKS. 


Iowa Senator Says President Cannot 
Be Renominated—Is Out for 
La Follette. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[{Special.j—" I 
believe that President Taft cannot be renom- 
inated,” said Senator Albert B. Cummins of 
Iowa, who returned to Washington today 
from his trip to Panama with the other 
members of the senate committee on inter- 
oceanic canals. ‘ 

Three months ago I did not entertain that 
view. But the weakness of the president as 
a candidate has been so clearly shown that 
I have come to believe it probable that he 
never will be the nominee.” 

The senator said he favored the nomina- 
tion of La Follette and would do all in his 
power to effect that result. He already is 
working with other progressives to send a 
la Follette delegation from Iowa to the na- 
tional convention.

National bank, will 
give an informal luncheon for former Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich, chairman of the commis- 
sion, at the Chicago club this noon. 


Society to Entertain Officials, 

Secretary MacVeagh, Assistant Secretary 
A. Platt Andrew, Controller of the Currency 
Lawrence O. Murray, members of the com- 
mission. and the American Bankers’ asso- 
clation commission, and president of Chicago 
banks will be present. 

This evening the members of the commis- 
sion and the ofher financial éxperts will 
be guests of the Western Economic society 
at a dinner in the Auditorium hotel. Secre- 
tary MacVeagh, Mr. Aldrich, and A. C. Bart- 
lett will speak on currency and banking 
reform.

SELECTION CAUSES SURPRISE 


Home Rule Will Be First Issue on 
Whieh He Will Be Tried.

LONDON. Nov. 10.—Andrew Bonar Law 


‘will be elected leader of the Unionists in the 


house of commons on Monday to fill the va- 
cCancy caused by the resignation of Arthur J. 
Balfour. This decision was the outcome of a 
conference of the Unionists and Conserva- 
tives that lasted for several hours today. 
The formal élection will be held on Ng. 18. 
Mr. Law was spoken of prominently, but it 
was supposed to be more than likely that 


“the choice would fall upon Austen Chamber- 


lain or Walter Hume Long. 

Conservative feeling developed at the con- 
ference against Chamberlain on account of 
his membership in the Halsbury club, with a 
slogan of Balfour Must Go,” and for his 
recent attack upon Mr. Balfour. The Liberal 
Unionists in turn opposed Mr. Long on the 
ground of his extreme Toryism, and the selec- 
tion of Mr. Law came as a compromise. 


In Parliament Eleven Years. 

Mr. Law has been in parliament eleven 
years. He was never in the cabinet, but has 
shown qualities of leadership and ability in 
financial questions. For some years he rep- 
resented the Dulwich division of Camber- 
well. but now represents Bootle. 

We was born in New Brunswick in 1889, and 
is the son of the Rev. James Law. His busi- 
ness was that of iron merchant. His recrea- 
tions are chess and golf. 

While a native protectionist, Mr. Law, it is 
understood, is more than anxious to conduct 
the home rule fight. He declared last summer 
his belief that the house of lords, notwith- 
standing the curtailment of its privileges, still 
has the power to force a dissolution, causing 
an election on the home rule issue.

Regardless of race, they stated, if the Man- 
chus should massacre the Chinese or vice 
versa, they would fight against the offending 
parties. 
An official announcement tonight says the 
court, meaning the dowager empress and 
emperor, Will move from the winter palace 
to the inner city Nov. 20 

The attitude of the foreign legations here 
is much commented upon. The Germans are 
conspicuously prominent and should the Man- 
chus be victorious it is believed their activi- 
tles will be of great benefit to them. They 
are now harboring ex-War Minister Yin- 
Tehang, who recently was deposed as com- 
mander of the imperial troops, and Prince 
Tsai-Tao, a brother of Prince Chun, the 
regent.

Japanese Keep Hands Off. 


The Japanese legation, probably owing to 
former criticisms, is maintaining a most ex- 
emplary attitude. It is not harboring even 
Na-Tung, vice president of the privy council, 
who is a long standing friend of the Japanese 

A member of the American legation has 
been asked to receive a quantity of uncoined 
silver, the owner of it distrusting even the 
foreign banks here. 

The diplomatic body has considered closing 
its quarter to ordinary Chinese and Manchy 
refugees, but it is now being suggested that 
refuge in the streets of the quarter should 
be granted to any hunted persons who are 
unarmed. While it is believed that in case 
of a massacre being attempted the legation 
guards would be sent through the city to 
stop it, certain foreigners are of the opinion 
thta the quarter should be thrown open and 
theerby make impossible the shedding of in- 
nocent blood. 

The massacre at Nanking has aroused pub- 
lic sentiment here to a high pitch and un- 
doubtedly added to the prestige of the revo- 
hutionaries, who since the first outbreak have 
maintained order and avoided unnecessary 


bloodshed. 
The North China News, the leading foreign 


newspaper here, commenting on the mas- 
sacre, says: 

“It is not whether the Manchu or the 
Chinese prevailed—in point of fact the 
Chinese have prevailed and the govern Ment 
is paralyzed—but it is a question of innocent 
human lives and the hideous slaughter of 
noncombatants, women and children. The 
Christian powers have not the right to the 
name if they can witness such crimes in 
sllence.“ 


Leaders Claim Solidarity. 

It is claimed by the revolutionary leaders 
that their organization each day is becoming 
more perfect and that it will only be a matter 
of a few days when every province will be 
separately organized and ready to attend a 
national convention to nominate a president. 

Wu Ting-fang says ample funds will be 
forthcoming and that order will be main- 
tained.

NANKING PRIDE OF CHINESE. 

Nanking has a population of about half a 

Union. It is a treaty port in virtue of a 
treaty made with France in 1858, in which 
England participated under the most fa- 
vored nation clause,“ but the slow going 
Chinese had little time to develop foreign 
trade until within the last ten or fifteen years.

Whole of Italian Line Before 
Tripoli Engaged in Bat- 
tle for Hours.

TRIPOLI, Nov. 10.—Strong forces of Turks 
and Arabs, supported by artillery, delivered a 
determined attack on the Italians today ali 
along the line between Hamidieh and 
Boumeliana, but principally against the ex- 
treme left. 
Fight in General Action. 

Beginning early this morning with a series 
of skirmishes, the fighting about noon took 
on the character of a general action. 
As usual, the Turks dismayed desperate 
courage, but were unable to withstand the 
tremendous combined fire from the trenches 
and the field artillery and guns of the armored 
cruiser Carlo Alberto, which lay in the road- 
stead. Therefore they retreated all along the 
line. 


Arab Attack from Rear. 

While the Eleventh Bersaglieri were at- 
tacking the fort at Hamidieh, which had 
been stormed last night, they were suddenly 
taken on the flank by a large force of Arabs, 
hidden in the palm and olive groves, and 
heavy losses were sustained before the 
enemy were beaten off.

Congress Has Control. 


As congress has complete control over in- 
terstate commerce, it can fix the percentage 
at any*‘amount.. Our platform suggests 25 
per cent as the point at which a license 
should be required But the percentage is 
not so materia: as the principles to be ap- 
plied and the percentage can be changed 
wherever experience proves that it is too 
high or too low 

The proposed license differs essentially 
from national incorporation, The license 
system recognizes the right of the states 
to incorporate, and it should also recognize 
the right of each state to fix any condition ft 
pleases upon foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in the state. A license would not grant 
any new powers. It would simply be a re- 
striction upon the powers already possessed 
by corporations. P

It has been suggested that the regulation 
of prices would be socialistic, and there can 
We no doubt that its tendency would be in the 
direction of the ultimate ownership by the 
government of the incustries themselves. 
When the country decides that competition 
cennot be restored—that monopolies are a 
permanent development of industry—then 
adhe people will be face to face with the So- 
Cialistic issue. 


Experience of Cities. 

The attempt tq control water companies 
fn the cities resulted in so much corruption 
and so much extortion that the cities have 
almost all entered upon the municipal own- 
ership of water works. They are going 
through the same experience with lighting 
companies, and they will have the same 
experience with street car lines and tele- 
phone companies. 

If franchise holding corporations were con- 
tent to furnish water, light, and street car 
service upon a business basis and at reason- 
able rates the public would prefer private 
Ownership. But human nature stems too 
{rail to be intrusted with the enormous power 
that monopoly gives to those who possess it. 
They are not content with that which is just 
and reasonable, and in their effort to secure 
more they resort to means which shock the

The Democratic platform outlines a plan, 
es this 
plan easy of adoption. The plan is, in sub- 
stance, as follows: Let a license be required 
of interstate commerce corporations when 
they secure a certain proportion of the trade. 
Monopoly depends upon the proportion of 
control. A corporation that controls 5 per 
cent of the product in which it deals cannot 
regulate the price or fix the terms upon 
which others do business. If, however, it

The 50 per cent limit also is arbitrary,

It will be seen that under the license sys- 
tem a change can be made at any time, not 
only in the percentage but in the conditions 
upon which the license is granted and in the 
regulation applied to licensed corporations. 

The object of this system is that it re- 
stores competition and leaves competition to 
regulate price, terms, quality, and so forth. 
It has the advantage also of relieving from 
interference. thdse corpirations which are 
too small to exércise a restraint upon trade. 


Hits the Evil. 


In other words, the plan hits the evil at 
which it aims, and not only relieves the 
smaller corporations from embarrassment 
but protects then? from euch rivals as at- 
tempt the employment of illegitimate means 
for the extension of their business. The plan 
restores competition and wards off the 
danger involved fm regulation, which has 
been found unsuccessful and would likely 
be found so cofruptive as to increase the 
demands for government ownership. 

The Democratic plan also avoids an in- 
crease of federal power, such as would be 
irvolved in national incorporation, and it 
protects the right of the state to ceal as it 
will with corporations entering the state. 
This plan has been before the country for 
eleven years, the principle of it having been 
eet forth in the platforms of 1900 and 1904, 
at well as in 1908. The last platform, how- 
ever, presents the plan more elaborately, 
and introduces limitations which relieve the 
smaller corporations from national survell- 
lance. No other plan except that proposed 
in the Democratic platform promises any 
relief to the honest business man who is 
anxious to obey the law. 


No Exact Definition. 


We have no definition of monopoly to 
which a may ufacturer can look for guidance. 
He knows now that he can restrain trade 
In a reasonable way—the Supreme court has 
told him that, but each case will be decided 
upon its merits, and he will — de able to 
learn without years of litigation just how far 
he can go without being guilty of unreason- 
able restraint. 

Is it not time to pay some attention to the 
just demands of the honest business man 
and relieve him from anxiety and ex- 
pense at the same time thet the country is 
relieved from the consciencelees depredu- 
of the monopolist? Such relief is pos- 
bie. The plan embodied in the Democratic 
latform protects the honest man, restrains 
he corporation which attempts to control 
business, and does it without invoking any 
new principle. 
There is no tenable middle ground between 
competition and government ownership. 
Wherever competition is impossible, govern- 
ment ownership is necessary. We have our 
choice, therefore, between the restoration of 
competition and preparation for government 
ownership. 
I have faith that the people, when they 
understand the trust question. will prefer to 
rely upon competition rather than to permit 
private monopolies to exist und then trust 
to regulation. And I am glad that Tus 
TRIBUNE is calling public attention to the 
importance of the trust issue, which has 
been made acute by the Standard Ou and 
Tobacco decisions.

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'CHINA’S RELIGION 
LACKS VITALITY 


Modified and Corrupted Form 
of Buddhism Is Most 
Widespread. 


NOT DOMINATING FACTOR. 


People Intensely Practical and 
Faith Has Small Effect 
on Life.

PEKING, Chihli Province, China, Sept. 18. 
—We cannot get an {nsight into Chinese char- 
acter by classifying the Chinese according to 
religion. What would be gained by classify- 
ing them according to whether they travel 
afoot. by junk, donkey, or cart? 

For in their religious life, as in their ma- 
terial existence, they ‘are all traveling the 
same road. The form of religion, after all, 
is but a vehicle. 

The Chinese gmake much of ritual. But 
their religion is not made a living force. Re- 
ligion governs their conduct, but only on cer- 
tain occasions. Them they lapse into ordi- 
nary. everyday human beings. 

Buddhism is widespread in China. It has 
had some influence. But it is not at all a 
dominating factor in Chinese religious life. 
Buddhist priests, as compared with neighbor- 
ing.countries, are comparatively few. Aga 
class they are despised. Often they are il- 
literate, rarely do they know much of their 
religion beyond the forms of temple worship. 
One who wishes to study Buddhism in China 
would not go to a Buddhist priest. but toa 
classical scholar who has made Buddhism.a 
special study. 

The Chinese is a bit too practical for the 
perfect peace which annihilation offers. Still, 
Buddhism has altered China's attitude to- 
ward animal life. The Chinese have what 
we must call, for want of a better term, a 
superstitious regard for Buddhist rites, es- 
pecially at burial. But even here Buddhism 
does not appear as something new in Chinese 
religion, but is rather additional insurance 
against poseible disaster in the hereafter. 


Older Beliefs Still Subsist. 

Belief in spirits, belief in the existence of 
some kind of after life, is much oldér in China 
than Buddhism. If there is anything in the 
rites which a Buddhist priest performs at 
death, or in Buddhist charm phrases in- 
acribed upon a coffin, one should by all means 
avail oneself of then® says a Chinese, to him- 
self. 

As we shal! eee, there is a great difference 
between the belief of the common people 
and the literati. But the latter do resort to 
the Buddhist vehicle. Ask such an one why— 
and he will probably reply that it hadn’t oc- 
curred to him to do otherwise. It is the cus- 
tom. Press him further—ask why he does 
not abandon the custom—and he will reply 
that to do so would distress his womenfolk. 
Buddhism exists in China only in a corrupt 
form> It found itself obliged to bend to Chi- 
nese character and incorporate within itself 


gion. Fortunately for Buddhism, it had a 
of piimitive folk religion Buddhism did not 
gather up found a place in the fold of Taoism. 
Nevertheless Buddhism is a force in China 


rival.in this process of assimilation, for what 


believer a paradise, just as Tacism charges 
itself with getting souls out of purgatory. 
China has never taken kindly to strange be- 
Hefs and the Buddhism of the early days 
was more than novel. Unconsciously and 
imperceptibly it molded itself to the spiritual 
needs of the people. It took advantage of the 
weakness of the old system. It supplied 
forms and rites and contributed legends 
ready-made which could be fitted without 
much alteration to the old gods. 

Buddhism became a world religion because 
of its toleration and flexibility. It was not 
slow to assimilate strange beliefs; it was 
never a religion of the fire and sword or the 
inquisition. No other religion has so much 
in common with Christianity. In outward 
forms there are certain interesting pointe in 
common. Bach employs the mase as an in- 
strument for bettering the condition of souls; 
each believer in 0 resurrection; each has a 
priestly organization; each uses a rosary for 
the telling of prayers: each has monks and 
nuns. 


Spread of Buddhism. 

Lacking aggressiveness, porsessing little 
ethical value, the spread of Buddhism 
throughout eastern Asia and the islands of 
the Dutch archipelago is an interesting phe- 
nomenon in the history of religions. In Cey- 
lon, Indo-China, Tibet, and Mongolia it has 
remained the state religion; in China, Korea, 
and Japan it has gathered up millions of con- 
verts and engaged the attention of the state, 
but has never become the state religion. This 
was probably due to its lack of dogma and its 
tolerance of strange beliefs. 

Tolerance is a good thing if it does not 
imply lack of character, but it is hardly com- 
patible with a positive religion. Buddhism 
gained a foothold in China because it offered 
definite ideas about life after death. And s0 
it became indispensable. But to reach this 
position it underwent a profound change. 
Originally Buddhism, was a religion of the 
Now: it became a Cult of the Dead. Every- 
where Buddhism has suffered because it 
lacks a strong central organization. It has 
monks and a laity. But there is a gulf be- 
tween the two. The laity is a purely passive 
spectator. 

In Peking, in North China generally, Budd- 
hism is of the form known as Lamalsm and 
the temple priests are generally Tibetans. 
There are two interesting Lama temples in 
Peking, one in the Manchu city, the other, 
called the Yellow temple, a mile north of the 
city. Both cover vast areas and even in their 
neglected and semi-ruined condition are won- 
derfully beautiful. Both temple have been 
despoiled of their real treasures—their fine 


‘bronzes and huge cloisonné altar pieces. 


An interesting pagoda in pure Tibetan 
form, built by Chi’en Lung at the Yellow 
temple, was sadly mutilated by foreign van- 
dals during the occupation of Peking by the 
allied armies. Drop into the Lama temple 
any evening and you will see a strange sight 
and hear curiously gowned priests chant a 
weird and ancient ceremony. That is per- 
haps the most curious sight this city affords.

HEAD OF CONCERN TALKS. 


Says He Wishes to Be on Safe 
Side When the Contro- 
versy Is Settled. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—As a result 
of the federal grand jury's investigation of 
the Columbian-Sterling company, the Pear- 
son Publishing company, which publishes 
Pearson's magazine, has suspended the pay- 
ment of the first dividend on its preferred 
stock. 
board of directors on Sept. 12 and was to 
have been payable to stockholders of record 
on Nov. 1. 

In a statement to stockholders, President 
Arthur W. Little of the Pearson Publishing 
company frankly says the federal grand 
jury's investigation of the Hampton-Colum- 
bian Magazine's business was at the bottom 
of the company's action, and that while the 
subject of such dividends was under in- 
vestigation he was unwilling to assume the 
responsibility of paying the dividend which 
had been declared, however strongly he 
might feel as to its legality. 


Bonus on Preferred Withdrawn. 
The preferred stock was sold directly by 
the publishing company with the help of ad- 
vertisements in the magazine. The company 
is capitalized at $1,2%),000, divided into pre- 
ferred and common shares, the preferred be- 
ing entitled to 7 per cent cumulative divi- 
dends. The preferred stock was sold at $10 
par, and back in 1908. when its sale began, 
carried a bonus of 40 per cent common stock 
Later, it is said, this bonus was reduced to 
20 per cent, and at the time the initial divi- 
dend was declared last September noticewas 
sent out that there would be no more bonus 
of common stock, that stock having almost 
attained the value of the preferred. 
In lieu of cash dividends the company has 
been issuing dividend certificates in series. 
These entitled the holder to his share in a 
cash dividend when declared. It was the 
first series of these which the company pro- 
posed to pay 
President Little believes the declaration of 
the dividend Was perfectly legal, but he 
wished to be on the safe side by waiting unti!

Children at Settlement ‘Homewarming.’ 


A representative gathering from the ranks 
of some 6,000 juvenHes in Chicago's most 
flourishing children colony attended the open- 
ing of the new Archer Road Settlement home 
last night. Of course, there were others pres- 
ent, such as the officers of the settlement, pro- 
fessional and business people from all parts 
of the city interested in its work, and the 
residents of the neighborhood, 

But the people under 12 years of age were 
in*the majority. They were all members of 
the Boys’ club, the Girls’ Sewing club, and 
kindred organizations and social offshoots of 
the Archer road settlement. The new home of 
the settlement is at 239 West Twenty-fourth 
street, and the housewarming was an impor- 
tant event in the neighborhood, 

For about nine years the settlement has 
served as a social and educational center for 
the populous factory district bounded by 
Twenty-second and Twenty-sixth streets, 
Wentworth avenue and Canal street. It is one 
of the least picturesque, most congested, and 
most cosmopolitan sections of Chicago. It 
skirts the red light district. 

Attorney Charles W. Espey, president of the 
settlement, and Will La Favor founded the 
neighborhood center to counteract the evils 
that surround the district. The new home is 
a two story building with a spacious basement 
used by the Boys’ club. Pottery and handi- 
craft classes are taught by students from 
the Art institute and other educational cen- 
ters. The place is under the management of 
Attorney and Mrs, George W. Waterman. 
Other resident instructors are Sidney K. Ben- 
nett, Miss Marcella P. Gunning. and J, P.

Music and 
A French Program at 
the Thomas Matinee. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
EFINEMENT and esprit are generally 
believed to be the salient qualities of 
French art. They are manifested in all 
French music, achieving especial em- 
phasis in the spiritual vitality and va- 

riety of rhythm— most characteristic of na- 
tional traits—in the delicate and elusive 
shades of harmonic and orchestral color de- 
veloped by the school of César Franck and De- 
bussy; in a certain economy and restraint in 
the indulgence of mere sensuous pleasure in 
tone; and in a nervous intensity that habitu- 
ally replaces the more obvious expressions of 
power affected by other races in moments of 
musical excitement. 

In selecting for yesterday's matinée a program 
that represented Berlioz, Debussy, Saint-Saéns, 
and Cesar Franck, Mr. Stock doubtless had all 
these attributes in mind. He desired to show 
how they might attain imposing dramatic em- 
phasis; hence the Berlioz overture to King 
Lear.“ He wished to prove that in the direc- 
tion of fanciful and poetic imagery the possi- 
bilities of this music were fascinating; there- 
fore the new Debussy suite Iberia.“ To sus- 
tain the traditions of polished elegance he 
chose the Saint-faé@ns cello concerto and per- 
mitted Mr. Steindel to play it. And finally, 
that these delightful qualities might be united 
in a message of noblest spiritual content, he 
gave the great D minor symphony of César 
Franck its annual presentation. 

If refinement and esprit are typical of 
French music, sturdy strength, imposing con- 
trasts and the broad and generous inflection 
belong to the Germans, That they have de- 
veloped as the expressions of a sense of 
beauty as noble and comprehensive as any 
that the world has known is evidenced by the 
fact that most of the masterpieces of or- 
chestral literature are of German origin, just 
as most of the important orchestras in the 
world are composed of Germans. But it is 
a different sense of beauty and in the inter- 
pretative as well as the creative department 
of the art it has evolved different ideals, 
Therefore it is in no disparaging sense that 
one ventures the suggestion that Mr. Stock 
in giving of his best was obliged to employ 
the resources which his experience had de- 
veloped, and that they were not in every in- 
stance as perfectly suited to the spirit of 
French music as one might have wished. 
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it was the symphony that 
suffered most by the conductor’s enthusiasm 
for vivid contrasts. In pursuit of these he 
was led to introduce a strenuous fortissimo in 
the earlier phrases of the work, a procedure 
not at all in keeping with his interpretation of 
this masterpiece in former seasons. As he 
last played it for us it was a perfect reading, 
for it knew the greatest of artistic virtues, 
economy. But yesterday all the brasses blared 
and the new first trumpeter Shrilled in the 
climaxes, of which there were altogether too 
many. However, the symphony can withstand 
even more brazen assaults than these, so en- 
during and serene and triumphant is fts 
beauty. 

The fragile beauty of Debussy’s “Iberia” 
sustained the newly acquired strenuousness 
of the conductor less fortunately. The com-

poser here presents three Spanish sketches, 
sufficiently described as to mood and intention 
by the subjoined titles, “In the streets and 
by the wayside,” “The odors of the night,” 
and “The morning of a féte day.” Fantasy 
is Debussy’s most significant gift. It discovers 
for him the greatest measure of rhythmical 
variety that music has yet acquired, It lends 
to his vagrant melodies an imaginative qual- 
ity unrivaléd in contemporary -music. It calls 
forth those “cloudlike, evanescent -harmonies” 
and those inexplicable witcheries of orchestra- 
tlon that stamp him the most original of mod- 
ern composers. In those rare moments when 
his fantasy has been joined to nobel emotion 
it has lifted him to those heights whence- 
genius speaks to the world. 

No such moments occur in his “ Iberia,” 
which is just a new setting for Carmen, with 
the heroine left. out together with passion, 
jealousy, tragedy. and other elements of deep 
human interest. But the brilliant skies of 
Spain, the fragrant nights, the colors, soft or 
glowing, remain, and in the last movement a 
happy voiced. company of Spanish melodies 
crowds swiftly by, so alert and joyous that one 
sv'spects they are really French spirits decked out 
with the colors of the south. Metaphor aside 
one is obliged to regard the technic whereby 
Debussy has achieved this wealth of picturesque 
effect as representing the most important sery- 
ice to art which is accomplished in Iberia.“ 
In the department of the orchestra it is rev- 
olutionary. Novel effects arise in every meas- 
ure of the score. Each page is a revelation in 
new acoustic possibilities and the imitators will 
find it an important document. : 
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Mr. Steindel was fortunate in his revival of 
the Saint-Sahns concerto. He need not plead 
the limitations of his instrument's literature in 
resenting a work that has had several pre- 
-~yieus performances, one of them at his own 
hands, for it is by far the most grateful and 
worthy of cello concertos. It exploits every 
advantage of the instrument. The passages all 
“sound.” The opportunities for the display of 
a full and sensuous tone in cantiléne are rea- 
sonably frequent. The slow speaking but reso- 
nant lower strings are treated with discretion 
and not permitted to grow! and rumble. The 
brilliant A string is not obliged to carry the 
burden of the song alone, but the somber and 
mellow tone of the D string is allowed to pre- 
sent its effective contrast. 

That this contrast was, at times, too, abrupt, 
was due probably to Mr. Steindel’s instrument. 
In any event it was to this circumstance that 
the performance owed its most conspicuous 
shortcoming, for the interpreter made a con- 
ecientious effort to moderate his usually robust 
style to the refinements and elegances of the 
work. All that a rich and varied tone, a re- 
markablé technic, an infallible intonation, and 
well schooled musictanship could accomplish 
toward the setting forth of the beauties of the 
composition Mr. Steindel had at his disposal. 
Therefore the applause which rewarded him 
was well deserved and this encore a response to 
a real demand, not a concession to a stupid tra- 
dition. 

The success of the afternoon, however, was 
scored by the novelty, a significant commentary 
on our progressiveness. A few years ago De- 
buesy was received in puzzled silence. Yester- 
day the conductor had to return to the stage 
and acknowledge the applause of the public. 

The program will be repeated this evening.

Miss Margaret Haley told members of the 
Woman Suffrage party who gave her a recep- 
tion last night in Willard hall how the vote 
was won in California. Miss Haley has just 
returned from San Francisco. 

“There is a tremendously interesting, not to 
say amusing, situation in Los Angeles now,”

“Women who declared they didn’t want to 
vote, that they wouldn't vote, that it wasn’t 
ladylike to vote, are being chased out by their 
anti-suffrage husbands to register. Sixty-six 
thousand women already are registered. 

“The opposition in California is curiously 
mixed. I made several speeches at Leland Stan- 
ford Jr. university, but President Benjamin Ide 
Wheeler of the University of California wouldn't 
permit a suffrage speech to be made on the 
campus at Berkeley. We had to hold our meet- 
ing outside the gates.”

Ode and Rolled Oats. 


Or long since a traveler wrote to me 
asking if I could tell him just how the 
oatmeal was cooked on the dining cars 
of a certain railroad. He wanted to 
know how to cook it so that it would 
not only taste but look just as it did on these 
cars. 
Upon investigation it proved that the cooks 
on thie road used a brand of rolled oats be- 
longing to this section of the country and fol- 
lowed exactly the directions on the box, using 
a double boiler, or, as the cook called it, an 
oatmeal steamer. Twice as much boiling 
water, with a little salt, as oats was used, and 
it was cooked for half an hour, 

The government cooks recommend forty-five 
minutes, and those who cook it all night in a 
fireless cooker believe they have the finest and 
most digestible oatmeal there is, fine enough 
for a highly sensitive Angora cat and her kit- 
tens, to say nothing of the family. 

In a study of cereal breakfast foods reported 
by Henry Snyder of the Minnesota experiment 
station the difficulty commonly experienced in 
digesting imperfeotly cooked oatmeal) is attrib- 
uted to the large amount of glutinous mate- 
rial which surrounds the starch grains and 
prevents their disintegration. When thorough- 
ly cooked the protecting action of the muci- 
laginous protein material is overcome and the 
compound starch granules are sufficiently disin- 
tegrated ta allow the digestive juices to act, 

— 

The old fashioned oatmeal needs to be 
cooked at least an hour and used frequently to 
be put on the little stand at the back of the 
tall parlor coal stoves and cooked all night. 
Some manufacturers claim that their product 
may be cooked in from ten to twenty minutes, 
and of course they know to what extent their 
process prepares it for such short cooking; 
but even so, it never does any harm to cook it 
longer than this. 

Rolled oats must be cooked in water enough 
and not too much. The dish is not at all at- 
tractive if too dry, as it so frequently ie: 
neither should it be swimming in a weak liq- 
uid. That same mucilaginous material men- 
tioned above makes a very attractive thicken- 
ing when it can do its work, and yet leaves 
the grains very soft and moist. 

The proportion of water given by different 
manufacturers varies. Here again they may 
be depended upon, for some undoubtedly dry 
the oats more than others in steaming them. 


But on the whole the proportion given above 


is a rather safe one, cspecially in a damp 
period such as the present has been, and this

Our former superintendent of schools, Mr. 
E. G. Cooley, has occupied a part of his 
time since his resignation in the careful 
study of industrial education in Germany. 
Since his return he has bees giving his coun- 
ttymen the benéfit of his observations. 
There is no question we need it, for while 
opinion is slightly forming we have as yet 
no adequate sense of our educational short- 
comings. g 

It was well, therefore, for Mr. Cooley to 
tell an audience recently, and the sharp re- 
minder should be driven by constant itera- 
tion into the American ¢onsclousness, that 
America sells because it can produce 
| cheaply, not because it can produce well.” 

Loose and wasteful methods bare not yet 
brought down upon us their inevitable pen- 
alty because we have been fortunate, and in 
some degree undeserving, possessors of an 
immense resourve of cheap raw material. 
But this advantage is not permanent. It 
already is diminishing.

He does not agree 
with some of the statements relative to the 
nharmlessness of waters which have appeared 
in this column. Other writers have written 
along the same lines. Some have disagreed 
as to the harmlessness of the Minerals in 
Chicago water.

REPLY. 

Lake Michigan water has about twenty parts of 
mineral matter for each 100,000 parts of water: 
milk has about 700 parts per 100,000; eggs, 1,000; 
ham, 4,800; bread, 1,100. We do not know of any 
potable water which has anywhere near as much 
mineral water as these everyday foods. In ad 
dition, we are ver prone to put salt or sauces. 
containing salt on our eggs and meats and sev- 
éral other foods. 
It the kidneys are being hurt by mineral mat 
ters, should we not eharge it up to the table 
rather than to the water pitcher? There ie some 
evidence that a large amount of mineral matter 
is harmful to the kidneys, but mineral matter th 
food is the place for control. 
Bulletin No. 142, department of agrioulture, says 

a man needs about 375 grams of mineral matter a 
day. If he were to get it drinking Lake Michigas 
water he would have to drink about ten barrels 
of it sach Gay. Of u really hard water he would | 
need to drink about half 4 barrel a day.

A cherished popular belief is that of the 
sudden blanching of the hair from fright, 
vorry, or other severe mental strain. It 
plays its part in the drama and in fiction, 
while history records its famous instances. 
Who has not heard that Marie Antoinette’s 
hair turned white during the night before her 
execution. or that the deeds and terrors of 
St. Bartholomew’s night blanched tho nair 
of Henry IV.? Most of us wondered how 
the change could come about as rapidly as 
tradition relates, and yet so universal is the 
belief in this phenomencn that few have the 
hardihood to doubt it. And now Stieda, a 
hardheaded German scientist, boldly says 
that it isn’t so at all. This refractory Ger- 
wan first proves that such a thing couldn't 
possibly happen and then, not satisfied, de- 
clares that it never did happen. With equal 
disregard of folk lore, history and medical 
literature, he points the finger of doubt and 
challenges many long deceased historians and 
physicians to arise and prove their stories. 
Ele claims that when the hair turns white 
under Ordinary conditions it does so in one 
of two ways. Either the pigmented hairs fall 
out and are replaced by unpigmented hairs, 
or, less commonly, pigment production stops 
in a growing hair and the coloriess portion 
gradually replaces the darker outer segment. 
As the gfowing of a new crop of hair in a 
single night is beyond the possibilities ot even 
the seven Sutherland sisters, Stieda must 
needs discredit all tales of such miraculous 
transformation. This he does in extenso, 
teking up the best known instances of such 
supposed blanching of hair and finding them 
all lacking in support sufficient to meet 
critical consideration, much less such control 
as to establish an acceptable scientific dem- 
onstration. For example, he doubts the story 
of Marie Antoinette’s sudden loss of hair pig- 
rnent. stating that although the queen cer. 
tainly was gray at the time of her execution, 
yet this was no novelty, for she wag also 
xray nine months before, at the time the king 
met his sudden end at the hands of the revolu- 
tidnists. °

However, there is a fine 
and heartening conclusion to the book, in 
which Meynell'e reputation is restored, Rob- 
ert Bismere’s daughter Mary is given him to 
love, and the aggressive movement of Mod- 
ernism sweeps on to some unguessed fulfill- 
ment. 

Mrs. Ward may be too polemical, but there 
is no denying the dignity with which she 
writés. Her bishops, her lords, her clergy- 
men, her ladies have about them the air of 
human power, They are arresting person- 
glities, and there is no degree of authority, 
intellectual or spiritual, which Mrs. Ward 
dees not succeed in conveying, although it 
ig true that her methods often are formal. 
She has a pomp and circumstance in her 
novels really unequaled since the days when 
Disraeli wrote. Her intellectual courage in 
ettacking a question of such import is tre- 
mendous, but she has proved herself ade- 
quate. She will draw her most appreciative 
readers from the very clases which she de- 
picts with so much dignity and power.

GREE beautiful books came from 

George H. Doran company, the Amér- 

ican distfibuters of the Hodder & 

Stoughton bodks. This English firm 

seems to have almost a monopoly of 
the work of some of the best modern book- 
Mustratore, and year by yeat they add te 
their list of sumptuous books put out in 
the latest and best dress. STORIES FROM 
HANSA CHRISTIAN ANDERSEN,” illus- 
trated by Edmund Dulac, its one ot the most 
forgeous of this season's offerings. Pub- 
lished in quarto form, on heavy paper, it is 
not a book to be handled by every one, least 
ef all carelessly by children, fer whom the 
text presumably is meant.

ONE COTTON “CORNER” COUNT 
WEAK, ADMITS GOVERNMENT. 


James A. Patten Concerned in Case Be- 
fore Supreme Court—Chief Justice 
Corrects Solicitor General. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—During the 
concluding arguments today before the Su- 
preme court of the United States on the va- 
lidity of certain counts of the cotton cor- 
ner indictment’ against James A. Patten, 
Eugene G. Scales, Frank B. Hayne and Wil- 
liam F. Brown, the government was forced to 
make an admission of weakness in one of 
the important counts. 

Former Senator John C. Spooner was at- 
tacking the count which chafged a conspiracy 
severally to buy cotton, but which the court 
below held to be bad because it charged noth- 
ing in regard to holding or selling the cot- 
ton. 

Solicitor General Lehmann interrupted to 
explain that the position of the government 
was that a conspiracy among men that they 
would severally buy to give them power 
of control over a market was within the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

But, Mr. Solicitor General,“ began Chier 
Justice White, there cannot be power un- 
less there was an agreement not to sell.” 

“That, of course, is the weak in the 
count,” admitted the solicitor general. I 
realize that.” 

“I thought that was the reagén you didn’t 
say anything about this count yesterday in 
your argument,” said Mr. Spooner, laughing. 

George P. Merrick of Chicago, representing 
James A. Patten, then addressed the court, 
and following bim the argument was closed by 
Solicitor General Lehmann.

HIGH CROP PRICES 


Corn Harvest Prospect 
Gives Brighter Outlook. 


Dry Goods Show Adequate Ab- 
sorption; Bank Clearings 
Gain Heavily. 


Dun's Review, published today by R. G. 
Dun & Co., will say: x 

“Improving sentiment is supported by an 
increasing volume of new demands in the 
leading industries, and, weather conditions 
being more settled, the necessaries now are 
in wider absorption. The corn crop report, 
taken with the high prices secured by grow- 
ers, brightens the outlook for manufacturers 
and distributers. The record of trading de- 
faults again makes an unfavorable exhibit, 
but security markets reflect healthy reac- 
tion, money is in better request, and the vol- 
ume of payments through the banks shows 
considerable gain over a year ago. 

Railroad managers determine the prob- 
lems of next year’s needs, with the result 
that substantial contracts have been closed 
for rails, equipment, miscellaneous supplies, 
and pig iron. Developments aseure larger 
drawing upon capacity of the furnaces, roll- 
ing mills, and metal working factories. Ad- 
ditional hands have found employment this 
week in the Calumet district and prepara- 
tions are made for larger forces at the car 
shops. The markets for raw materials dis- 
close no special change in quotations, al- 
though. more numerous inquiries for future 
deliveries cause leas discussion as to costs. 


Crop Marketings on Increase. 

“Crop marketings have remained above 
those reported last year, indicating that con- 
siderable cash is enriching the agricultural] 
classes, and some western roads move in- 
creased tonnages of structural and other 
heavy materials. Forwardings of farm prod- 
ucts, live meats, provisions, mine and plan- 
ing mill outputs exhibit improved compari- 
sons, but decreases appear in dairy products, 
minor metals, lumber, and wool. Adequate 
absorption is sustained in most ataples and 
the retail buying is equaling expectations, 
costly apparel and luxuries being in good re- 
quest here and at the interior. 

Outside buyers in large numbers operated 
freely in dry goods, furs, millinery, clothing, men's 
furnishings, cloaks and suits, footwear, gloves, 
house utensils, and food products. Demands be- 
came broader for toys and other holiday lines. 
The road and mail orders for general merchandise 
come from more numerous sources, but hesitation 
is yet noted as to advance selections for spring 
trade. Shipments of wholesalers and jobbers in- 
clude many reassortments for points west and 
south west. 


Grain Movement Falls Off. 


Total movement of grain at this port, 5.432.700 
bu, compares with 8,171,300 bu last week and 
6,305,800 bu a year ago. Compared with 1910, re- 
| ceipts increased 5.4 per cent, and shipriients de- 

creased 84 per cent. Flour receipts were only 
07.454 bris, against 130,288 bris last week and 
145,212 bris a year ago, while shipments were 124, - 
037 bris, against 147,853 bris last week and 120,078 
bris in 1910. 

‘* Aggregate receipts of cattle, hogs, and sheep, 
417,447 head, compare with 408,985 head last week 
and 372,908 head a year ago. Receipts of hides 
were 2,469,800 Ibs, against 2,738,300 Ibe last week 
and 2,241,300 Ibs in 1910. Wool receipts, 135,400 
Ibs, compare with 398,100 Ibs last week and 888, 
700 Ibs last year. Lumber receipts were 35,204,000 
feet, against 45,081,000 feet last week and 38,989, - 
000 feet in 1910. 


Cash Prices Generally Lower. 

Compared with the closing a week ago, cash 
prices are unchenged in flour, barley, and pork, but 
higher in oats, 140 a bushel: hogs, 5c a hundreé- 
weight: choice cattle, 10c; lard, 15¢ a tlerce, and 
ribs, 25c a hundredweight, and lower in wheat, Ne 
a bu; corn and rye, each 3c, and sheep, 15c a hun- 
dredweight. 

Bank clearings, 627 2,877,948, exceed those of 
corresponding week in 1910 by 9.4 per cent, and 
compare with $276.103.777 in 1909. Failures re- 
ported in the Chicago district numbered 37, against 
21 last week, 21 in 1910, and 83 in 1909. Those 
with Habilities over $5,000 number 15, against 4 
last week, 6 in 1910, and 11 in 1909. 


Bradstreet’s Review of Trade. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

Changes in trade currents are not especially 
marked, the turn over on the whole, save prin- 
cipally at the south, being of a fair to good sub- 
stantial character, not for stocking up purposes 
entirely. but rather for near future distribution.

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Railway Attorney Thinks $100 
Sufficient to Bury Employe. 


DOUBLE THE ITALIAN RATE. 


Commissioner Cease Insists at Least 
$125 Should Be Allowed. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—An allowance 
of $100 is sufficient for the funeral expenses of 
an average railroad employé, Frank V. Whit- 
ing, claims attorney for the New York Cen- 
tral, told the employers’ liability and work- 
men's compensation commission today. 

D. L. Cease, special representative of the 
railroad employés on the commission, took 
immediate issue with him, saying he did not 
believe a man could be decently buried for 
less than $125 or $150. 

In reply Mr. Whiting said the Italian au- 
thorities had fixed $30 as the limit of funeral 
expenses of Italian subjects killed on Ameri- 
can roads. 

“I was not speaking of Itallans, Mr. Cease 
responded. “I was speaking of American 
citizens.”’ 

Mr. Whiting gave the present total ex- 
penditures of the railroads of the United 
States as compensation to injured employés 
as almost $12,000,000, or about 1 per cent of 
the aggregate pay roll of the roade. He placed 
the number of railroad employés at 1,648,033, 
of which number, he said, 8,602 were killed 
and 126,089 injured during the last fiscal year. 

Charles A. Emery, counsel for the National 
Association of Manufacturers, sald 6,000,000 
men were employed in the various manu- 
facturing industries of the United States. 
He urged thet they be included in the pro- 
posed law, declaring that it deveolped effi- 
clency, umiformity, and certainty. He con- 
tended that society generally would be bene- 
fited by the adoption of a federal compensa- 
tion scheme that would apply to all industries 
in any wey involved with interstate com- 
merce. 


NEW YORK CENTRAL OFFICERS 
SILENT ON “DIVORCE” PROJECT. 


Officials of Inspection Party Refuse to 
Discuss Separation of Main System 
and Michigan Central. 


President W. C, Brown and other officials 
of the New York Central lines yesterday re- 
sumed their inspection of the Hnes of the sys- 
tem west of Buffalo after a stay over night 
inthecity. None of the members of the party 
would affirm or deny the report that a separa- 
tion of the Michigan Central ratiroad as a 
part of the New York Central system is con- 
templated as a move to forestall possible fed- 
eral action under the parallel competing line 
law. 

Notwithstanding the silence of the New 
York Central officials, rumors were more per- 
sistent than ever in railroad and financial 
circles that plans have been going alond 
quietly toward that end for some time. 

H. B. Ledyard, chairman of the board, with 
headquarters at Detroit, and C. E. Schaff, 
vice president in charge of operation, with 
headquarters at Chicago, were among the 
members ofthe party. It is rumored that one 
of these officers will be made president of the 
Michigan Central if the plan goes through.

RATE LAW IN FIGHT FOR LIFE; 
MUST GO TO SUPREME COURT. 


Highest Tribunal Will Be Asked to Pass 
on Constitutionality of Long and 
Short Haul Clause. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—A thorough ju- 
dicial] inquiry into the constitutionality of the 
long and short haul provision of the present 
interstate commerce act will be the result, 
it is generally expected today, of the issuance 
yesterday by the Commerce court of tempo- 
rary injunctions in the Pacific coast freight 
rate cases. 

The orders of the court were received by the 
interstate commerce commission with ex- 
pressions of surprise. In the judgment of the 
commission the reductions in transconti- 
nental freight rates made by its orders not 
only were entirely reasonable but were con- 
servative. 

Full recognition, it is pointed out, was given 
by the commission to the effect of ocean com- 
petition on the Pacific coast with transconti- 
nental rail rates, but it was maintained by 
the commission that inter-Rocky mountain 
cities Hke Spokane, Reno, Salt Lake City, 
and Phvenix were entitled to more favorable 
rates on westbound traffic originating in the 
east than now are accorded by the rallways. 
The question of the constitutionality of the 
fourth section of the interstate commerce 
act—the' long and short haul provision—wil 
have to be fought out in the highest court.

The old Bargain Idea is still deeply ingrained 
in American merchandising. It dominates nine 
retail concerns in every ten, and is a subtle com- 
mercial fallacy, difficult to keep out even where a 
business is rigidly held to princ ples of Service. 
Ideals may be clear, yet doubts arise: Some rival, 
appealing to the public on cheapness alone, may 
seem to be gaining an advantage. In a given case 
there may be a feeling that the public cannot be 
trusted to distinguish value. There is always the
